tary duty. Any person who is physi- 
cally unable to sene Ju the state guard 
shall have the benefit of the foregoing 
exemptions by furnishing a substitute 
The uniforms, amis and equipments of i 
every member of the state guard shall 
be exempt from all buits, distresses, ex- 
ecutions, or sales for debt, or payment 
of taxes''

Deinociacy at rare intervals. In 1871 
(an off year corresponding to this) the 
republicans carried the state by 14,490 
majority; in 1872 tbe Old war-horse, 
Senator Cameron, made it his business 
to get the republicans out, and they 
swelled the majority to 37,748; in 1873 
the majority dropped to 25,233; in 1874 
the bottom dropped out, and the state 
went democratic by 5,679. The legis- 
lature, which in 1873 gave a republican 
majority of 23 on joint ballot, in 1874 
gave a democratic majority of 11, and 
elected Wjllace, democrat, United States 
Senator.

cover the dawning o.f Better (days, but 
the recovery'of business and ttie restot 
ation of prosperity to our depressed 
industries must of necessity be a slow 
process, and the work of recuperation 
will go on some time before its effects 
become perceptible to the general pub- 
lic. In the meantime, whether times 
are good, bad or indifferent, people must 
live, and those who have nothing laid 
by, and can not find employment whereby 
to earn the means of subsistence, must 
be cared for by those to whom fortune 
has been more liberal. There is no 
need to argue this proposition; it is a 
truth founded upon the obligations of 
humanity, which we cannot disregard if 
we would. 


In a land overflowing with an abun- 


dance of all the necessaries of life, and 
with no pestilence stalking abroad to 
rob people of their ability to cam a 
livelihood, the presence of want and 
suffering in their varied forms seems 
almost an anomaly, and yet we sec 
them on every hand. In the crowded 
city, in the quiet village, and even in 
the rural acighborhoofd cases of destitu- 
tion are daily to be met with, and fre- 
quently in such pitiful aspects as to 
appeal to every sentiment of generosity 
within us. We >have them here in De- 
eatur, in every phase of poverty, and 
it is this fact that has prompted the 
inquiry with which we started out, 
what can be done for the poor? 


Experience has conclusively proven 


that the wants of the needy cannot be 
properly supplied by tho voluntary" con- 
tributions of those at whose doors the 
hungry and famishing apply for aid. 
To give indiscriminately is tp encourage 
the idle' and vjoious to beg, while the 
deserving poor—and generally those 
who iare most deserving—hesitate to 
thus become common beggars, and often 
suffer because they are not endowed 
with the effrontery possessed by their 
less worthy neighbors. 
In ordinary 


times, when there is but little pauper- 
ism, the demands of charity might pos- 
sibly be met by this sort of relief, but 
when there is such widespread destitu- 
tion as at present there must be a bet- 
ter system devised—one which will 
husband tho contributions of the chari- 
table, and provide relief for those who 
are worthy,using at the same time a. wise 
discrimination that will not put a pre- 
mium upon voluntary mendicancy. How 
to best reach this end is the problem to 
be solved, and sohed right speedily, for 
ahcady the gaunt countenance of hun-> 
ger begins to show itself. 
H we had 


an organization in Decatur,'with funds 
in its'treasnryv much might be done' in 
the way1 of prepaiirig for ttie 3enmn'ds'of 
tjie next few months by'laying fn stoEQs 
of cheap food, before.(tha winter ad- 
vances the price of everything. 
A 


thousand dollars invested in^the^'vegfe-, 
tablesi wbich are iiow so abun3ant' and' 
cheap, would go as far as double that 
sum doled out in fhe way of grocery 
orders in the- winter,. And if,,we are to< 
be burdened with the support of a large 
number of needy and helpless people 
we ought to devise plans for making 
the burden as light as possible, because 
the very wealthiest among us can but 
poorly afford to spare even what they 
are willing to contribute. 
If we have 


the work to do it.woujd be better to do 
it systematically, for there is nothing 
so wasteful or extravagant as' Want of- 
system. Therefore, it would save mon- 
ey and add to the value of onr contri- 
butions to have our charity dispensed 
by some judicious person, even if he 
had to be paid for it. 


These thoughts are thrown out upon 


the assumption that our ordinary means 
of relief will prove inadequate to th'e 
demands upon them during the winter. 
It is time we were^'doicg something in 
the way of preparation, and. it is incum- 
bent upon us to bo economical in our 
charity as well as in everything else we 
ought to be at least flunking of some 
plan whereby we can relieve the great- 
est amount of suffering with tho least 
amount of money. "\Vhat shall the 
plan be9 Let the people speak out: 
our columns are open for the discussion 
of the subject.

irist. at hand: You ask if it is true 
that in making the levy for state tax, 
for tho current year the'governor and 
auditor included'the whole or any part 
of the 8531,712.18',appropriation for 
the completion of the state house, and 
whether, iu view of the fact that tho 
people have refused to ratify said appro- 
priation, the amount so included,if any, 
should be collected from the taxpayers, 
to remain idle in the state treasury until 
disposed of by the next general assem- 
bly?

In>answer, I first call your attention 


to the fact that tho officers named have 
nothing to do with computing or esti- 
mating Jthe amount to be raised by 
taxation. 
Tho ' constitution provides 


that tMs shall be done by the general 
assembly; hence the amount to bfi rtiis- 
cd upon the assessment for each year is 
fixed by statute.

wa.-> ordered some time ago, 


but hitherto it has not been found pos- 
sible to collect more than 1,000 recruits 
in the country, for the ablebodied Bul- 
garians have all fled to the districts 
occupied by the Turks. 
The collection 


of taxes from the Bulgarians has proved 
almost equally difficult; it is scarcely 
possible for the Russian authorities to 
obtain payment of taxes from a Bulga- 
rian except by seizing his goods. 
But 


what most disgusts the Russians with 
the conduct of the Bulgarians is that 
these people take every opportunity of 
sen-ing the Turkish Generals.

are constantly betraying their "libera- 
tors," and the Russians ascribe many 
of their reverses to the treachery of 
Bulgarian informers.

leaves a wife and one child, about a 
year old, besides a widowed mother, a 
brother and sister and many warm 
friends, to mourn his untimely and vio- 
lent death. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., Nov. 13.—Tommie 


Creed died under singular circumstan- 
ces to-day. He was eight years of age 
and lived at the home of his mother and 
father in this city. The parents are 
confirmed drunkards. Two weeks ago a 
whisky store near their home burned 
down, and Tomniie, with a number of 
companions, in playing among the ruins 
of the fire, discovered several barrels of 
liquor. They broke 
open the heads 


and drank themsalves drunk. Subse- 
quently Tommie was seized with convul- 
sions, and after having more than a 
hundred attacks, died this morning, his 
father and mother too drunk to render 
any relief whatever.

We sailed from Funchal, where we 


had a magnificent time, on the 24th of 
September, and laid our <!our«e south' 
and west for Teneriffe, in the Canary 
Gronp, the distance being only about 
two hundred and fifty miles; and as we 
were in no hurry, we steamed half 
upced. By this means we did not reach 
,«anta Cruz until about 8:30 *. m. on 
the 26th. 


The principal point of interest in the 


('anary group is the Peak of Teneriffe. 
I do not know whether the island takes 
its name from the mountains or vice 
versa; at any rate the peak is & very 
haiidsoms mountain of ten thousand 
•feet in height. It is situated in the 
western part of the island, about 20 or 
25 miles from Santa Cruz. As every- 
body knows, the Madeiras, Canaries and 
Cape de Verdes are of volcanic origin; 
this would, in the «ase of Teneriffe, be 
almost apparent. 
Approaching 
the 


!»land from the northward and eastward 
you see in the rough, saw-like contour 
that the earth must have sorely utrug- 
fi'cd against tho erection of this island. 
) is the wildest, barren looking island, 
except the Florida Keys and dry Tortu- 
^as, that 1 have ever scon. The princi- 
pal industry in the Canaries is the cul- 
tivation of cactus, by moans of which, 
the insect cochineal is produced. The 


< iictus produces alao a rather refreshing 
Iruit called tho prickly pcai, which adds 
lo the usefulness of the plant. 


The cochineal, at a certain stage of 


its existence, (in the egg), makes a red 
ilyc, which is used very largely through- 
out the world. It is a sad fact, howev- 
•T, for the people of these islands that 
u new dye has been discovered which is 
cheaper and quite as good and which is 
rapidly superseding the cochineal. 


There is an historical valley in Tene- 


ufle which is said to be very beautiful; 
it is the one which caused Humboldt to 
fall on his knees and thank God that he 
had been allowed to travel so far. 
Our 


paymaster, ensign Lemly and assistant 
engineer Bansom, visited the spot and 
said that while it was really a pretty 
wpot there are many within our knowl- 
edge that far exceed it in beauty Tho 
lao Valley, in the isUnd of Mani, Ha- 
waiian group, is from all accounts far 
superior. 


Let us now look at Santa Cruz. One 


visit of a few hours to this wvetched 
little place would satisfy the most pnv- 
liul tourist that it has no attractions for 
a chilLzed human unless the Almighty 
Hollar created it. We htue a consul 
there, but why, I do not know, unless it 
be that an occasional whaler visits the 
port to give liberty to her men and get 
« new supply of stores. The town is 
neatly paved in the better quarters and 
is clean. The houses and other build- 
ings are pUia, with nothiug but right 
angles; they are usually two-story and 
more frequently one than more than 
two; 
the windows are large and high in 


the stories; the doors are wide and de- 
cently high in tie hotter quarter, and 
we of a very old fashioned penciling. 
There are streets, however, which pre- 
sent the appearance of an culinary stone 
wall about eight or ten feet high with 
frequent gates into the garden which 
yen wonU reasonably sujupote the walls 
Enclosed. These gates are an reality 
doors to iovek in which, poihaps, you 
will find the largest familee in Santa 
Cruz. 


The Canary islands belong to Spain, 


and one would expect to find a highly 
civilized race .of 
people inhabiting 


thorn. laagiae the surprise eee feels 
when routing the streets to see women 
doing the bard work, and ol*d in one 
loose garment with bare feet exfiosed to 
the hard stone pavements, .and bare 
legs, brown as a nut, from the -effects of 
tbe nun. 
Nav is this the anoat surpris- 


ing sight. Little girls, daughters of 
toil, wear a »hwt skint, aud nothing else, 
while fche boye, uiive and ten years old, 
run about in the costume Adam wore 
before lie fcJl. There is one thiug left 
to s»y about tho plate. There is a 
Koinwb church in the place wliich vast- 
ly surpasKCB, uay there is no possible 
JuiupariHeu between it aud the matlent 
and ve*y respectable one iu Decatur.— 
Were any one M> tell a Banian Catholic 
of Decatui' th»t such a church a* this 
line was needed iu Dccatur, he would 
probably be told to talk to tlio geese.

I was taken to one 'of these houses,

This was a well- 
built adobe house one story high, with a 
good veranda about it, and a beautiful 
garden kept in old-world order by a 
Scotch gardncr. 
Luxuries of every kind 


were to be had, but there were wanting 
some necessaries. Fine carpeta and fine 
furniture and a fine Broadwood piano, 
and no house-maid. The one room with 
a fire-place had been prepared for aiy 
sleeping room, and had French furni- 
ture and no end of mirrors, but lacked a 
fire.

At tids price, with the absence 


of timber and the absence of labor, it 
will be seen that it was difficult to have 
any other shelter than a tent. The 
bride foi whose reception this house was 
intended arrived just before me, but 
Hied only a few weeks; the sudden and 
great changes of climate from our 
Northern weather into the tropics, and 
from the tropics again in to the raw, harsh 
winds of that season at San Francisco, 
were too much for her, even with all the 
comforts of her own beautifulTiome. At 
a party given to welcome her the whole 
force of San Francisco society came out, 
the ladies sixteen in number.

I was told that "time 
was worth fifty dollars a minute." and 
that I must hold as a great ermiplime'nt 
the brief visits which were made to me 
constantly through the day by bus} 
men.
